Defense Budget 


Much o f the natio n's eco n­ 
o my is tied to the Department 
o f Defense, fo r it has beco me 
the co untry ’s biggest emplo y er, 
has been much in the news. He 
Its chief, 
Ro bert McNamara, 
was asked by Victo r Riesd to 
discuss the eco no mic aspect o f 
his v ast department. His frank 
reply fo llo ws.

Secretary o f Defense 


The Dep artm ent of Defense is 
resp onsible for 
sp ending nearly 
10 p er cent of the national income 
of this country . It emp loy s 3.7 mil­ 
lion Americans directly , in and 
out of uniform, and millions more 
indirectly in ev ery asp ect of our 
economic life. 


It absorbs more than half of 
ev ery tax dollar, as it has done 
for more than a decade 
This 
unav oidably 
v ast 
establishment 
ex ists for one p urp ose and one 
p urp ose only : to act as the ser­ 
v ant of United States foreign p ol- 
K\ 
Our resp onsibility is to p rov ide 
this nation with the means to 
safeguard its legitimate interests 
and to meet its commitments at- 
home and around the world 


TWO POINTS seem to me ax i­ 
om atic. The first is that, at least 
within any range of defense sp end­ 
ing that is likely to ap p ear at all 
desirable in the foreseeable future, 
the United States is well able to 
sp end whatev er it needs to sp end 
on national security . 
The second p oint is that this 
ability does not ex cuse us from 
ap p ly ing strict standards of ef­ 
fectiv eness and efficiency to the 
way we sp end our defense dollars. 
The facts are that national se­ 
curity in these times cannot be 
p urchased by military sp ending 
alone, 
on 
howev er generous 
a 
scale, a^d that th* task of assur­ 
ing 
that our military sp ending 
truly serv es the national interest 
is more comp licated than it h3? 
ev er been in the p ast. And more 
urgent 
The test we hav e to ap p ly , ov er 
and ov er again, is whether a p ar­ 
ticular ex p enditure for a sp ecific 
p urp ose is really in our national 
interest. 
When we took office, we saw 
three major tasks before us 
First, we had to accelerate the 
strengthening of our strategic nu-

force, 
a 
task 
which 
in­ 
v olv es not 
merely increases in 
the size of the force, but major 
imp rov ements in its surv iv ability 
and in the p rov isions to maintain 
resp onsible command and control 
at all times. 
Second, m ajor increases in our 
non-nuclear cap abilities were ur­ 
gently needed. 
The third m ajor effort inv olv es 
a broad effort to imp rov e the 
effectiv eness and efficiency of the 
defense establishment. 


THE FIRST and most imp or­ 
tant thing to notice about the ef­ 
fort in this area is what it is 
not. It is not an effort to sav e dol­ 
lars at the ex p ense of military 
effectiv eness. 
What we are try ing to do can 
be div ided into two p arts: 
the 
first is essentially a series of man­ 
agement reforms of the kind y ou 
will find in any well-run organiza­ 
tion. an effort which is in large 
p art cov ered by the formal Fiv e 
Y ear Cost Reduction Program we 
set up in July 1962. 
The second, and really the more 
imp ortant, p art of the effort does 
bear 
directly 
on 
military 
ef­ 
fectiv eness. 
For 
ex amp le, 
we 
found that the three military de­ 
p artm ents had been establishing 
their requirements indep endently 
of each other. 
What we needed was a coordi­ 
nated strategy seeking objectiv es 
actually attainable with the mili­ 
tary resources av ailable. We are 
mov ing with all reasonable sp eed 
towards a p rop erly balanced force 
structure. 
There is an imp ortant differ­ 
ence between the way we make 
decisions today , and the way they 
used to be made 


FORMERLY, an arbitrary bud­ 
get ceiling was fix ed for national 
defence, and funds were then ap ­ 
p ortioned among the serv ices. 
Todav we ex amine all our mili­ 
tary needs, and then decide at 
what p oint our m ilitary strength 
is in balance with the require­ 
ments of our foreign p olicy 
A> a p ractical m atter, although 
it is imp ortant to consider a v a- 
v iety of alternativ e p olicies, at 
the end we must hav e one de­ 
fense p olicy , not three conflicting 
defense p olicies And it is the job 
of the secretary and his staff to 
make sure that this is the case, 
just as it is the job of the Presi­ 
dent to see that we hav e one na- 
lonal security p olicy , and not a 
series of conflicting 
p olicies 
in 
the state Dep artment, the Treas­ 
ure. the Defense Dep artment, and 
so forth 


THERE IS NOTHING innately 
desirable about centralization But 
the fact rema ns that when na­ 
tional 
security 
deciMons 
affect 
broad interest*, they must be made 
from a 
central p oint, not from 


and 
subordinate p oints. 
The secretary of defense 
1 am talking about any secre­ 
tary of defense — must make cer­ 
tain kinds of decisions, not be­ 
cause he p resumes his judgment 
to be sup erior to his adv isor, 
m ilitary or civ ilian, but because 
his p osition is the best p lace from 
which to make those decisions. 


At 
heart 
the p roblem 
comes 
down, alway s, to the same ques­ 
tions: What really is in our na­ 
tional 
interest? What 
will help 
this country to p lay the role we 
want it to p lay in his terribly cri- 
ical p eriod of the world’s history ? 
We are interested in sav ing mon­ 
ey . in allev iating economic hard­ 
ship s from base closings and the 
like, in sound military -civ ilian re­ 
lations, in the whole range of s- 
sues which tend to dominate the 
headlines. But the national inter­ 
est towers abov e them all; and it’s 
the national interest, abov e all, 
that we seek to serv e.

the little man. With the relativ e 
pro sperity since the war, ho wev er, 
such fertile gro und has been re­ 
mo v ed. 


The racial unrest o f the past few 
y ears, therefo re, lo o ms as the o nly 
so cial mo v ement o f co nsequence 
to which the Co mmunist party can 
attach itself. But it has had little 
success in do ing so , altho ugh so me 
Co mmunist o fficials hav e made 
speeches to co llege gro ups sup­ 
po rting the Negro ’s cause.

Eclipse of Sun 


Due on Saturday t 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
moon’s 
shadow 
will 
begin 
to 
eclipse the sun over Ohio about 
3:35 pm . (EST) Saturday, ac­ 


cording to Assistant Prof. Walter 
K. Bonsack of the Ohio State Uni 
versity Department of Astronomy. 
At the same time, the profes 
sor emphasizes what all other sci­ 
entists have been warning against 
-do not look directly at the sun 
during the solar eclipse because it 
could cause serious and perma 
nent eye damage. 
The degree of eclipse in Ohio 
will range from a maximum of 
about 80 per cent in the northern 
part of the state, to 75 per cent 
in the south. The moon’s shadow 
reach its mid-way point about 
3:46 p.m., Prof. Bonsack said. 
Danver of watching the eclipse 
without proper protection lies in 
the fact that the dazzling rays 
which usually keep a person from 
looking directly at the sun are 
blocked during an eclipse, making 
it possible to look directly at the 
sun without pain. 
But the invisible infrared rays 
from the sun still are there and, 
when focused on the delicate reti­ 
na of the eye, can cause harm­ 
ful burns of which the victim is 
unaware at the time. 


The U.S. Public Health Service 
also has cautioned against observ­ 
ing the eclipse without proper pro­ 
tection. Neither sunglasses, smok­ 
ed glass nor exposed photographic 
film offer adequate protection. 


A simple projector for observ­ 
ing the eclipse can be made with 
two pieces of white cardboard, 
says the National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness, Inc. A 
pinhole or pencil hole in the top 
« ardboard serves to project and 
focus the image of the eclipse on 
*he second cardboard. The size 
of the image can be changed by

cord dries up and falls off on the 
sixth to 10th day of life. For some 
infants the raw navel is slow in 
healing over. This may lead 
to 
what is called granulation tissue 
or proud flesh. If severe, y o u r 
doctor may apply silver nitrate to 
dry it. 


IN MOST CASES, however, all 
that is needed is to keep the na­ 
vel clean and dry. A belly band 
or other form of dressing is not 
needed. Just make sure that the 
navel is not kept wet by contact 
with the diaper. 
The navel is best cleaned by 
wiping it with a piece of sterile 
absorbent cotton. If a c r u s t 
forms don’t touch it but let it fall 
off when it is readt. 
If the skin around the navel be­ 
comes red, have your doctor see 
it at once, because this usually 
means infection. This is not likely 
to occur if ordinary care has been 
used.

SAIGON, Viet Nam (A PI-C om ­ 
munist g uerrillas raked the air­ 
port of South Viet Nam’s second 
larg est city 
with 
mortars 
and 
machine 
g uns 
Tuesday 
nig ht, 
wounding 14 U S. Army Special 
Forces troops. 


The attack on the Can Tho Air­ 
port, 80 miles southwest of Sai­ 
g on, lasted only eig ht minutes, 
but between 16 and 20 mortar 
shells hit the installation and one 
of the 60 mm shells went throug h 
the roof o fa shack housing the 
Special 
Forces team, 
inflicting 
all the casualties. 


Ten of the wounded Americans 
were taken to the 8 th U S. Army 
field hospital in Nhatrang . Three 
were in serious condition. Three 
Vietnamese also were wounded.’ 
Damag e to the airport was com­ 
paratively lig ht. A lig ht plane and 


an 
automobile 
were 
damag ed, 
and there were bullet holes in 
several building s. 
Vietnamese troops were sent in 
pursuit of the g uerrillas today .
